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You have heard about the Pioneer 
Consortium, but you may have won-
dered, exactly how is this supposed to 
work?  The major goal of the consorti-
um is to develop a Nebraska union cat-
alog.  The plan is to use Koha, an open 
source integrated library system, for 
circulation, cataloging, public access 
catalog, acquisitions, and other mod-
ules required by most libraries.  Koha is 
different than most products that li-
braries buy for these functions, in that 
there is no cost for the software.  The 
libraries are, however, required to pay 
for technical support.  Pioneer Con-
sortium has reached an agreement 
with LibLime, a division of Progressive 
Technology Federal System, Inc., to 
host and maintain their system.  PTFS 
will provide the technical support to 
install, configure, run, and upgrade the 
Koha system.  An explanation of the 
costs associated with joining the Pio-
neer Consortium can be found on the 
Pioneer Koha Blog at  
http://lclpioneer.wordpress.com/2010 
/12/22/questions-of-koha-through-
pioneer-cost/.  It is intended that 
member libraries will see an overall 
cost savings and receive the benefits of 
an advanced integrated library system 
with no local responsibility for server 
maintenance. 

The Pioneer Consortium in-
tends to create a union catalog which 
allows access to the collections of 
member libraries across the state.  This 
collaborative project will help develop 
state-wide library service by bringing 
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geographically diverse 
libraries of varying types 
and sizes together into a 
shared catalog.  It will 
provide a means to create partnerships and 
connections between the participating com-
munities.  The project will allow individuals 
in member libraries to have increased access 
to information through the shared catalog.  
Both urban and rural libraries will benefit 
from the diversity of the collections in the 
state. 
 I recently spoke with Steve Fossel-
man to get the latest information about the 
project.  The Consortium Council met in 
late January to approve up to 15-20 new 
members.  The focus for this “first wave” 
of new members is to add accredited public 
libraries with catalogs using MARC records.  
The selected libraries will have varying mi-
gration and go-live dates throughout 2011. 
The original Consortium members are cur-
rently migrating their records and plan to be 
up and running by the end of April.  After 
the system is live, they will be hosting edu-
cational sessions for interested librarians.   

How do you prepare to become 
part of this exciting project?  First, because 
part of the cost of joining is directly related 
to the number of items included in your 
catalog, it is vitally important to carefully 
weed your collection.  Purging old, unused 
patron records is also recommended.
